GENERAL 


1, The notes on the highlights of the Cl conference of 7-8 September 
have been received from the Cl Staff under a cover letter which points up 
the need for assistance in working some of the material now in Cl hands 
into summary form as illustrative examples for use in various training 
courses. The question of where this help will come from is being worked 
on both by us and by the Cl Staff. The letter also acknowledged for the first 
time that in effect returning operations officers with Cl experience are the 
most effective carriers of the Cl message. This concession should permit 

us a great deal more leeway in both and OS in selecting good 

speakers.
